PASSES HOUSE OF COMMONS 


Minimum W age Bill Also Makes Prog­ 
ress in the Lords. 


Ixmdon, March 27.— A fateful day in 
the history of British trade struggles 
came 
to a close with the 
passage 
through parliament by a large major­ 
ity of the bill establishing in legisla­ 
tion the principle of a minimum wage 
in the country’s most important indus­ 
try. 
The minimum wage bill passed its 
third reading in the house of com­ 
mons by a vote of 213 to 48 amid a 
scene of great excitement. 
The house 
of lords reassembled to receive the 
bill, and on motion of Ixird Herschell 
It passed its first reading. 
Prem ie’* Asquith, 
on 
leaving the 
house of commons, was loudly cheered 
by all the members. 
A fter 
a 
strike 
lasting 
nearly 
a 
month and Involving the whole coal 
country in untold distress the miners 
have thus procured recognition of the 
principle which they set out to obtain. 


Senator

called in the pair clerks and made a 
careful revision of the vote and after 
making due allowances for pairs they 
decided the senator would have four 
m ajority in favor of retaining his seat 
on the final vote. 
This narrow margin is dependent 
m cinly on the attitude of Democratic 
senators 
who 
were 
absent 
without 
I pairs, not expecting there would be a 
vote. 
Among the aosent Democrats 
who were not paired and who are said 
to be in favor of Senator Stephenson 
are Bailey of Texas, M artin and Sw an­ 
son of Virginia. Paynter of Kentucky, 
Sm ith of Maryland and Thornton of 
Louisiana. 
Two Republicans were absent and 
not paired who are known to be op­ 
posed to Senator Stephenson. 
These 
are Jones of Washington, author of 
the resolution that was voted on, and 
I-a Follette of Wisconsin, whose polit­ 
ical - friends and 
supporters 
in 
the 
Badger state forced the investigation. 
If these two senators had been pres­ 
ent the vote would have been a tie. 
The resolution, however, would have 
failed for want of a majority, for the 
vicepresident was absent, and Senator 
Brandegee, who was in the chair, was 
recorded as voting. 
Senator Jones' resolution simply de­ 
clared that Senator Isaac Stephenson 
was not duly and legally elected a 
senator from the state of Wisconsin. 
The adoption of the resolution would 
have amounted to a declaration by the 
senate that the seat was vacant.
